Death of Mayor Pilcher. 

Gen. Wm. S. Pilcher, a prominent citizen and 
leadiug politician in our city, died at the residence 
ol Robt. Ayres, in Jefferson countv, at 8 o’clock 
last Saturday night. His destroyer was a fatal 
disease of the heart, under which he has been 
sinking for some months past His death was 
expected at any moment by himself and his 
friends, who had despaired of his recovery. 

Geu. Pilcher was elected Mayor of Louisville iu 
April 1857. His term of office did not expire un- 
til April 1369. When the disease which caused 
Ins dissolution rendered him incapable of attend- 
ing to the duties of his office, the City Council 
appointed Thos W. Riley, Mayor pro ten. This 
appointment was made under the following pro- 
vision of the charter : 

Art. 4. -Sec. 7. — Should the Mayor be tempo- 
nly disabled irom any cause from discharging 
the duties ot his office, or should the office be va 
oated from any cause before the expiration of the 
term of office, the General Council shali upon 
joint ballot elect a Mayor pro ten., who shall ex- 
ercise the powers and discharge the duties of 
Mayor during the continuance of the Mayor's 
disability, or until a Mayor has been elected and 
qualified as herein prescribed. And the General 
Council shall allow such compensation to the 
Mayor pro tern, as they deem adequate for his 
services. 

As Mr. Riley was elected by the Council to 
serve during the disability of Mayor Pilcher, an- 
other election will now be held to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Geu. Pilcher. The section of 
the charter we have just quoted, confers the pow- 
er ol holding this election upon the Council. Un- 
der it this body have the right to appoint a May 
or pro tern, during the disability of the Mayor 
elect, and also to appoint a Mayor to till the va- 
cancy or unexpired term which the death of the 
Mayor elect has caused. 

The death of Mayor Pilcher will cause many re- 
grets in the domestic, the social and the political 
circle. He has been for years a leading politician, 
first as a Democrat, and last as au American. He 
had his friends and his foes, as all men do who en _ 
ter the political arena. His faults were polititical 
only, and they should now be remembered uo more 
iiis virtues were those of the private citizen, and 
they should be held in kind recollection. The 
grave closed over all of him that was mortal, and 
let the dislike caused by heated party strife be 
Luried with what time destroys. His spirit has 
gone to the immortal world, and his virtues as a 
man, a friend, a father, a husband, and a citizen 
will not be forgotten by those who knew and loved 
Inm. His family now have our unalloyed syinpa-, 
t by in the deep affliction caused by his death.

out the water in the hold. While these tierces 
were kept iu constant operatiou at the hatchways, 
by organized gangs of men, other parties worked 
with buckets, and alter 30 hours, during which 
the vessel was in constant danger ol swampiDg, 
she arrived at this port, for which she had turned 
as soon as the danger became great. There was 
one period ol six hours during which nearly every 
one on board supposed the vessel must certainly 
sink in a few minutes; but most of the passengers 
behaved very courageously; nthei s cowardly. One 
presented his revolver to his friend, and requested 
him to blow his brains out. Others threw their 
revolvers and purses -the most precious of the 
goods carried by Californians on their persons — 
into the ocean, before thev put on their life-pre- 
servers. 

After the arrival of the vessel iu port the danger- 
of the passengers ceased and those of the ship- 
owner commenced. The passengers caught him 
upon the wharf, and he narrowly escaped hanging. 
The police managed to get him into his office, and 
there he was besieged by three hundred men. 
most of them armed and desperate. Capt. 
Wright, the owner, fiaallv returned the passage- 
money, and order reigued again. 

The steamer of to-day has on board (25,0411 in 
Fraser River dust, sent by the Hudson s Bay Com- 
pany to London. 

By the last mail you heard that all the Chinese 
portion of Oroville had been destroyed by fire oa 
the 2d inst., at a losa of 180,000. On the 5th inst. 
the entire remaining business portion of the town 
was swept away by the flames. The loss was 
♦220,000— making $300^00(1 by the two conflagra- 
tions. In the last fire, a Mr. Boehm, a German, 
was burned to death. 

A native Californian, named Nieves Robles, was 
hanged in San Louis Obispo on the 23th ult., bv 
Lynch law. He was the seventh victim of the 
Vigilance Committee in that place. 

There was a serious riot on Fremont’s Mariposo 
ranch last week. A partv of squatters attempted 
to seize a mine which Fremont is working, but 
the men employed there show^l fight, and after a 
bloodless siege of five days the rioters retreated. 

The people of San Bernardino are fearing troo- 
ble with the Indians. The chief of theCahuillas 
has ordered all of his tribe working in the har 
vest fields and vineyards for the whites, to come 
home. This is contrary to custom, aud, it is sup- 
posed, must indicate war. The Indians in that 
vicinity have beeu stealing vast numbers of cattle 
lately. 

About a hundred Mormons, of those who 
. abandoned San Bernardino last autumn, hare re- 
turned from Salt Lake, and declare their intention 
to live among the Gentiles henceforth. 

The revenue derived from fines in the Police 
Court has decreased about .’■<! per cent, since the 
Fraser fever begun. Many of the scamps and 
loafers have gone to the new El Dorado. 

Messrs. Weinshaok A Hoffliu, merchants, on 
Stockton street, have beeu iudicted for setting 
fire to their store for the purpose of swindling 
the insurers. This species of crime has beeu 
committed very often in California, if report be 
true. 

It is rumored that Geo. Christy has made au 
engagement with Maguire, the theatrical man- 
ager, to play for three years, receiving 'one-third 
of the profits. It is said that Maguire offered him 
♦lOvOOO a year, but that he preferred the stipulated 
share of the profits. 

About a dozen Mormon converts were baptized 
in Putah Creek, in Yolo county, on the 11th inst. 
Among the candidates for baptism was a woman, 
whese brother interfered, lorbade the perform 
ance of the ceremony as to her, and then thrashed 
the Mormon missionary. 

It is rumored at Carson Valley, that a large 
train of disaffected Mormons is on the way to that 
place from Salt Lake. 

George Poor was killed with a knife at Pme 
Grove, Sierra couuty, on the 4th Inst., by Jesse 
Stafford. 

D. F. Hamilton was killed on the 3th inst, 
in Santa Cruz couuty, bv a tree, which fell upon 
him. 

Robert Gunning committed suicide in Butte 
county, on the 3th inst., bv blowing his brains 
out. 

In my last letter I wrote that Mrs. John Wood, 
the actress, bad abandoned her husband. She has 
now sued for a divorce, on the ground of cruelty 
and habitual intoxication, and she prays for the 
custody of two children, respectively four and 
seven years of age, one of whom »he now has. — 
She says, in her cunipl&iut, that she was married 
in England, eight years ago, when she was six- 
teen years of age, aud that so soon as deserted by 
her husband she went to lite in the family of ex- 
State Senator IV m. B. May, at San Pablo. These 
averments appear superfluous aud out of place in 
a complaint, but they are made for cause, the first 
to gratify womanly vauity, by showing that she 
is still young, and the secoud to siieiio- baseless 
slanders current iu the street that she had desert- 
ed her husband to occupy the bed of a paramour. 

1 think her petition for a divorce will be denied. — 
It is said that her husband is not habitually drunk, 
though he drinks a great deal, and his couduct is 
hardly so cruel as to justify a divorce. Besides, 
she has not been a ’‘resident" of the State for six 
months, though she has been sojourning here for 
seven. Her husband, whose residence is tier's, 
came here not to reside, but to play a short eu- 
gagemeut and then leave, aud liis intention in this 
matter can be proved by abundant evidence.

The Fine Arts. 

At first glance, one would naturally think 
that the unending vexation which the world 
ut large sutlers from politics, wars, etc., 
would completely annihilate all of that delicate 
iceling so necessary to produce and protect the 
line arts. Yet, by looking deeper, and instituting 
honest comparisons, we find that, notwithstand- 
ing our age is more practical than any in the 
past, there is still no diminution of the poetical 
spirit ; that, hand in hand with reality, in seemly 
fellowship, goes poetry, and the two have acquir- 
ed such affinity that the one is ever lending its 
strength and the other ever weaving bright and 
delicate tissues for its compauion. To be sure we 
cannot say that our government exhibits even a 
fair instance of our proposition, and we are obliged 
to look abroad for a realization of the highest 
tvpeof utilitarian art, and the noblest form of 
art encouragement. 

In the thoroughly practical, America remains 
an example unprecedented in the history of the 
world, and perhaps it is only owing to youth that 
'he does not already wear laurels nobly earned in 
every department of art and literature, which 
tradition has placed here and there in the past, 
with more or less justice. In old times it was 
asserted that only the church could properly fos 
ter art. Lately the saying became trite, that the 
home of art was under a monarchical form of 
government. It is true that the majority of great 
efforts iu art have been subject to the influence of 
one or the other of these protectors, that doubt- 
less many immortal works would never have ex 
i.-;ted, bad it uot been for church patronage. ^ et 
who shall say that genius, engendered by repub- 
licanism, and nature untrameled in the air of 
Liberty, could not have produced nobler works; 
uobler uot oulv as regards art, but as being di- 
vested of all dogmas and traditions. Who shall 
say that there are not as many incidents worthy 
of representation in the life of a patriot as in the 
life of a saint. And when the patriot’s deeds are 
great, and a great artist puts them iu marble or 
upou canvas, who shall say when the multitude 
gaze that their emotions are not as lofty as if 
they sprang from any other source but patriot- 
ism, or independent love of art. 

That governments are the natural protectors ot 
art, is quite certain; not only that they ought to 
perpetuate the great deeds of their own history, 
but that they are best capable of affording space 
fi.r the large canvases or colossal groups required 
for the proper interpretation of great subjects. 
Nevertheless, individuals have often usurped gov- 
ernments in eucouragiug art, and with splendid 
liberality, have placed noble works iu a position 
where they were ever to remain as instructors to 
the people. Our own government, with all its ad 
vantages of youth, freedom, and freshness, has 
b -en verv tardy. It is only within a short time 
that she has acknowledged her duties toward her 
children of genius, and even uow, in many in- 
st snees, she leaves them to waste their strength, 
a bile a thousaud lofty subjects await pencil and 
chisel, and while enormous sums of surplus capi- 
tal flits away on the wings of the wind.

The Attack on the Chinese Fort* Thrilling 
Account by an American 

A correspondent of the Philadelphia Ledger, 
writing from China, gives a thrilling account of 
the capture of the Pec bo Forts by the English 
and French. After staling that tba English 
-t earner Cormorant, Capt. Sautnarez, was ordered 
to open the battle, the writer proceeds : 

As soon as the Cormorant steamed up against 
the hawser, it parted like a length of packthread, 
and gave the signal of battle to the forts. Their 
>-arthen sides at once belcued forth iron and 
flame, tearing the water in scores of places aad 
boiling the advancing steamer upon her port side. 

“Flat down at vour guns." cried the intrepid 
Saumarez. And at the command evei v man cast 
himself flat upon the steamer's deck, and allowed 
the iron shower to pass on its way. He, himseit. 
however, strode impatiently the elevated poop 
like the brave man be is, directed tbe men at the 
guns, examined the forts through his glass, and 
listened for aay bail from his sailing master, who 
also walked along tbe forecastle. The iron show- 
er was succeeded by a second and a third -finally 
the discharge was almost Continuous Still the 
steamer moved steadily ahead, dark, silent, mu- 
tilated —hut threatening as a sleeping volcano. 
At length we see her arrive abreast of the fifth 
fort, and at the same instant we notice a signal 
fluttering from the mast-head of the gunboat of 
the two admirals. It is the “parting ol the haw- 
ser” of the allies; the emblem of war; the longed- 
for signal for the bursting of tbe volcano. Suc- 
cessive and dense volums ot smoke now burst from 
the sides of the arrested steamer, envelope her in 
a surging cloud, and hide from view the furious 
working of tbe guns which succeed. The rapid 
and heavy discharges, preceded bv lurid flashes 
of flame aud folio wed by clouds of dust and signs 
of disorder in the fort, tell plainly enough, bow 
ever, of the work of death tnat is under Vxv 

The bombardment ia now general, and has lasted 
for an hour or more. Still, the Chinese bang 
bravely by their guns, urged to courage by their 
mandarins, who. strange to say, are not, in this 
case, the first to ruu. Some maneuver must there 
tore be resorted to, for many of the steamers have 
been badly bulled, and many valuable lives al- 
ready lost. There it goes' Another fluttering 
signal from the gnu-boat of the admiral. That sig 
ual means: “Away there, stunners, and scale the 
forts." One would think that it was written m 
large letters, instead of being indicated by flags, 
so quickly is it obeyed. A hundred boats are 
suddenly urged towards the river's sides, and 
eighteen hundred men leap in the mud and clam- 
ber np the broken banks. Then, with levelled 
bayonets and heavy tramp, they press forward 
their solid masses upon, into, through the vawn- 
iug embrasures. Tbe toe can stand no long- 
er. Even the Mantchoo Tartar shrinks before 
such a threatening front of advancing steel, and 
deserts bis guns for a tumultuous digtit. So long 
as tbe allies were in the middle of the nver he 
could brave the danger of the exploding shells, 
but as soon as they neared him so steadily with 
their bristling front— being naturally a ticklish 
man - betakes up a hurried flight. Tbe whole 
10,000 who bad garrisoned tbe forts were n..w in 
full retreat. In vain the brave old mandarins 
something that they have never doue before* 
throw themselvesui their way, blows, curses, en 
treaties are no longer anv avail. Fear has over 
come authority : discipline is at an end, and vic- 
tory declares for tbe allies after a struggle of two 
hours aud fifty minutes. 

The writer adds, tnat on the very day ot the 
battle, Ur. Reed, tbe Americau Minister, was to 
have gone on shore to hare signed a treaty which 
■/ ranted ms everythin/ u* kavasJceJ for, and which 
had all been arranged previously. Thus we may 
sav that “the battle of Pi-Ho" has resulted in any- 
thing but benefit to us.

Just before tbe battle commenced, the adventn 
rers bad found rich digging* of coarse gold on the 
Wenashe River — diggiugw which they declare will 
pay from $20 to $3o per day to the miner with a 
rocker. 

^Ihe United States trrops have uot yet com 
tuenced the campaign against the Indians. Gen 
Clark, however, ia at Vancouver making prepara 
tions for a foray tntothe Indian country; and, ac- 
cording to report, he declares hu intention to give 
them a lesson which they will never forget.

Geo. Jerex— Transit Route -Ten Million Loan, Ac. 

Washington, Aug. 11 — General Jerez, tbe spe 
rial representative of Nicaragua, with his suite, is 
expected in this city to-morrow morning from 
Bedford Springs, where he has been to have an 
interview with the President in relatidn to tbe 
affairs of his country. 

Tbe policy of the Administration in reference to 
the Nicaragua Transit has been thoroughly and 
definitely settled. Withont undertaking to define 
the peculiar interests of our citizens, they are de 
termined to require and enforce the opening of the 
route, and fully to protect whoever may be the 
legal claimants under the X icaraguan Government 
General Jerez’ mission will turn out an utter fail- 
ure, as the Administration will in noevent permit 
tbe Nicaraguan Government any longer to trade 
and traffic on tbe Transit question. 

About one-third of tbe Ten Million Loan has al- 
ready been deposited in the Treasury, together 
with tbe premium, and it is confidently expected 
that by tbe 1st of Sestember the entire amount 
will be paid in.

This makes scant five 
feet tor steamboats, which is about the channel 
depth below the falls on the shoalesl bars Du- 
nne the past 4fc hours the river had receded three 
inches at the head of the falls, which is 8 inches 
at Portland. The weather yesterday morning 
was rather pleasant, as compared with the intei 
minable beat which had prevailed throughout 
the week, though still too warm for comfort or 
health. A change with rain is very desirable 
The AlicwFob Galveston, Texas — Saturday, 
the Alice, a new and light propeller, arrived at 
the wharf, on her way to Texas direct, in charge 
of Capt. J. E Wilson. She is a small, staunch 
craft, drawing but 18 cr 20 inches water, and can 
not possible be delayed by sand bars The Alice 
is owned by Capt. Wilson, a very clever gentle- 
man, who hniit her expressly for the accommoda 
tion of planters and citixens at Braxoria and Gal- 
veston, Texas, to carry back and forth the pro 
ducts of the plantations and the supplies for the 
planters A good deal of sugar is grown in that 
region, as well as cotton and corn, and the little 
Alice will have plenty to do. 

The Alice starts South to-day at noon, from the 
city wharf, offering a good chance to passengers 
and shippers to Texas, as she goes through direct, 
and will take a limited freight. Capt. Wilson 
will also take New Orleans freight, with the privi- 
lege of re-shipping at Plaquemine, as the Alice 
goes down Bavou Plaquemine, which, of coarse, 
cats off New Orleans 

»-Tbe Mississippi is falling at all points, from 
the upper rapids to S'ew Orleans, and though the 
fall at the latter point is estimated only by inches, 
at Natchez it had receded altogether, from its 
greatest altit ude. about three feet 
At points farther up the river the fall has been 
greater, the deposits in many inundated districts, 
being sufficient to make swamp lands available 
for cultivation, aud richly re-paying the owners 
for their losses and troubles by the flood. 

At Pittsburgh the water is very low — too low 
for navigation, while at Marietta there were less 
than three feet water Saturday.
